1 ) Claims 1 0 relates to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered by 
the provisions of Rule 67.1 (iv) PCT.

Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial 
applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

1) The closest prior art represented by D1 to D3 discloses compounds similar to the 
present ones which have been excluded by the applicant In the present 
application (cf. various provisos). 

Accordingly the present subject-matter is novel pursuant to Article 54(1 )(2) EPC. 

2) D1 to D3 also concern the treatment of gastric and intestinal diseases. The 
compounds disclosed there exhibit an excellent activity as regards the lowering of 
the acid secretion (cf. D1, pages 35 and 26, D2, page 22, table 2, D3, pages 24 
and 25). 

Accordingly a skilled person looking for alternative compounds would surely try to 
vary the already known structure in order to new compounds having the same 
effect. As argued by the applicant (cf. present page 20, 3rd paragraph) the 
present compounds are superior to the compounds of the prior art. However, no 
comparison tests have been put forward in order to prove this allegation. 

Therefore, without a clear proof compared to structurally closest compounds (cf. 
decision of the Board of Appeal T1 81/82) no inventive step can be acknowledged 
with regard to Article 56 EPC. 
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3) For the assessment of the present claim 1 0 on the question whether it is 

industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, 
for example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of 
claims to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, 
claims to a known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use of such 
a compound for the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment.
